bonus in payment for such work run- 
ning ten years, drawing not more than 
,1 per cent interest, and compelling them 
to pay one-tenth cif the amount on said 
bonds each year until paid. 


There is a sentiment in your town in 


favor of macadamizing three miles each 
on 
the following roads: 
The 
Milmine 


road, Mygntt's Corners or Twelfth street, 
Asylum 
avenue, and 
Lake Shore, 
by 


commencing at the junction of Asylum 
avenue, nnd the road leading to Western 
Union Junction, at Cutting's comers ex- 
tending to the railroad track at Western 
Union Junction, passing the farms own- 
ed by C. A. Brown, Stephen Hull, Mr.

THE MOST CURIOUS OF ORGANS. 


Perfect In Tone, But No Ordinary Muil- 


clun Can Use It.. 


An' organ which, tue leading'Organist 


of New York could not play is now >.eing 
used by 
professors of 
Cornell 
college. 


This organ is not, as might be supposed, 
out of'tune. It is because it is in perfect 
tune tiiat it differs so radically from an 
ordinary organ. 
The 
ordinary 
organ, 


such as is used in churches and draw- 
ing-rooms, is not in tune, even after the 
maker has just declared it to be in per- 
fect order. 


The Cornell organ was 
invented 
by 


Von Helmhollz, and it contains a purely 
•mathematical scale. It is made for the 
composition, of chords such as are not to 
be obtained on an- ordinary instrument, 
and is used, to study the vibration of 
notes, and of what tones an organ note 
is made. Every tone, in music is to be 
found on this organ. For instance, what 
a.rc known as sharps and flats on a piano 
are not really sharps and ilat5.~ C sharp 
and D flat are struck on the same blatk 
key, but- strictly speaking, that blaek 
key is neither; it is a note or tone situ- 
ated midway between C sharp and D 
(lat. If both of the latter were on the 
piano, however, the difference between 
them is so slight that it would confuse 
the pl.Tyer. So a compromise is made, 
and the two are blended, or. rather, the 
tone midway between them is used. 


But in Cornell the organ contains keys 


for every note in the scale, no matter 
how 
line the, gradation. 
With 
it stu- 


dents can.see just how a note on the or- 
gan is built up. Certain notes on the 
organ 
are 
made up of certain other 


tones. On tholordinary piano yon would 
not be able to illustrate what these notes 
are. 
You wou.d need the true sharps 


and flats in order to compose the notes. 
The 
overtones on the domestic instru- 


ment would be quite difl'erent. The pure 
fifth, which .can here be accurately de- 
noted, 
is very much curtailed 
on 
the 


piano. . Used in connection with this or- 
gan are a complete set of resonators, or 
tuning forks. Jn order to mid out how 
ma.nv resonii tions are contained in a giv- 
en tone, it is only necessary to strike 
that note. Those forks which resound 
in sympathy .with it are sure to be in- 
cluded" in the makeup of the note. The 
silent ones are not included in it.

HIGH TEMPERATURE. 


How It Affects tne Mortality ot CK1»«— 


Suffering: from Snxutrofce. 


It -will not now bo difficult to un- 


derstand In what manner high temper- 
ature affects the public health of large 
cities. Evidently In the direct action of 
heat upon tire human body we have 
tie most powerful agency in the pro- 
duction of our great summer mortal- 
ity. 
While sunstroke represents the 


maximum direct effect of solar hea» 
•upon the human subject, the large in- 
crease of deaths from wasting chronic 
diseases and diarrboeal affections, 
of 


children under one year o£ age and 
persons upward of 70 years of «age, 
shows the terrible effects ot tha pre- 
vailing intense heat oi summer upon 
all -who are debilitated by disease or 
age and thereby have their "heat-reg^ 
ulatins power" diminished. The fact 
has been established by repeated ex- 
periment that when solar or artificial 
heat is continually applied to the ani- 
mal the temperature of Its body will 
gradually rise until all of the 
com- 


pensating or heat-regulating agencies 
fail to preserve tho equilibrium, and 
tho temperature reaches & point- at 
•which death takes place from 
actual 


combustion. In general, a tempera- 
ture of 107 degrees F. in man -would 
be regarded as indicating an unfavora- 
ble, termination of any disease. 
In 


persons suffering from sunstroke tha 
temperature often ranges from 106 de- 
grees F. to HO degrees P., tho higher 
temperature appearing Just before 
a 


fatal 
termination.—Popular 
Scienca

ly asserted by scientists that, owiug 
to improved sanitary conditions and 
more reasonable modes of living, tho 
average longth of human Ufa Is stead- 
ily increasing.

To -illustrate, a half century ago 
of 100 persons born at a given time, 
the survivors would be in taelr fcr- 
tieth year when 50 ot the number had 
uiod. Now, he says, tho turning point 
has been advanced to tho forty-ninth- 
year. This, of course, indicates quito 
u gain' in the direction of longevity.
